Facts and figures show that, partly as a result of the preventive work, 
the incidence of the disease in Saskatchewan has passed the peak, that the 
former upward curve of the number of cases treated annually is now trend¬ 
ing in a downward direction and that, as a further result, space in hos¬ 
pitals which have had to care for an overflow Jor which provision could 
not he made in the sanatoria, is no longer required for T.B. cases. An ad¬ 
ditional result is that patients in the sanatoria can be held there for treat¬ 
ment longer than was formerly possible, thus improving their chances of 
complete recovery. 

While this is all to the good, there yet remain two real hazards to be 
definitely eradicated. These are the menace afforded by the Indian and 
the cow. 

In the early days when the Indians roamed the prairies and lived in 
the open tuberculosis was practically unknown among them. It was not 
until they were taught to adopt the habits of the whites and confine them¬ 
selves in permanent homes that they became subject to tuberculosis. Since 
that time the disease has become rampant among the aborigines and is 
taking heavy toll. In other words, the “whites” presented the Indians with 
tuberculosis and to-day the Indians are returning the compliment by infect¬ 
ing the whites with whom they come in frequent contact. 

Figures were recently quoted showing that the incidence of tuber¬ 
culosis among the Indian population of the prairie provinces is ten times 
as great as among the white inhabitants and it appears that very little at 
present is being done to cope with the menace. 

The Indians are the wards of the Federal government and this is a 
situation which should receive the immediate attention of the authorities 
at Ottawa, if the efforts of the provincial governments in reducing the dis¬ 
ease among the other residents of the provinces are not to be at least 
partially negatived. 

The other danger spot in the situation is the prevalence of bovine 
tuberculosis among cattle. While much has been done to reduce this dis¬ 
ease among the cattle of the prairie provinces and to minimize the risk of 
infection from cattle to human beings via the milk route, there is still 
danger of infection from this source and will continue to be until it has 
been entirely stamped out of the herds. 

Eradication will not be complete until such time as compulsory in¬ 
spection of cattle for bovine tuberculosis and slaughter of all re-actors in 
the entire zone of the three provinces is in effect, but this consumption 
cannot be achieved until there is a sufficiently strong public demand for it. 

Until that time farmers and residents of the smaller towns and villages 
outside of the T.B. free zones are subject to risk of eontagion by milk 
from cattle suffering from bovine tuberculosis. This risk, however, could 
be materially minimized if farmers and others owning milch cattle would 
in the meantime, have their cattle tested at their own expense and slaughter 
re-actors. By so doing, they can at least afford protection for their own 
families and their customers. 

It is true that such action might result in some immediate financial 
loss to cattle owners who take this precaution, but it might be less ex¬ 
pensive in the long run than to continue to take chances of infection from 
that source.

Due To Omission In Participating In 
Signing Of Peace Treaties 
A recent incident has revealed the 
fact that the republic of San Marino 
is still at war with Turkey. 

The manager of a Turkish agri¬ 
cultural institute recently spent a 
few months in Europe in connection 
with scientific studies. When he 
crossed into the territory of San 
Marino he was greatly astonished j 
when he was arrested as an unde¬ 
sirable national of a country at war 
with the republic. 

In 1915 San Marino joined Italy 
in a declaration of war on Turkey, 
but, owing to some omission, it was 
invited neither to participate in the 
peace negotiations nor to sign the 
treaty of Lausanne with Turkey.

'J'HE FINAL TEST is the caption of an editorial in the 
Hanua Herald which is worthy of consideration. 

It states: In some quarters much is being made of the 
fact that the Social Credit government was elected in the 
face of the opposition of the great majority of the news¬ 
papers of the province.

Golden text: Come; for all things 
are now ready. Luke 14:17. 

Lesson: Luke 14. 

Devotional reading: Isaiah 55:1-7. 

Explanations And Comments 
The Parable of the Slighted Invita¬ 
tion, Luke ,14:15-24. Jesus’ mention 
of the recompense in “the resurrec¬ 
tion of the just” (verse 14) remind¬ 
ed a guest present in the Pharisee’s 
house (verse 1) of the great feast 
Which, according to Jewish belief, 
would usher in the Messianic reign, 
and he complacently observed, 
“Blessed is he who shall eat bread in 
the kingdom of God.”

Beat yolks with a Dover beater 
until thick and lemon colored. Add 
4 tablespoons cold water and con¬ 
tinue beating. Add the sugar, lemon 
rind and 1 cup of flour and beat un¬ 
til thick. Add the remaining 4 
tablespoons of cold water and flour, 
which has been sifted four times 
with the baking powder and salt. 
Beat 3 minutes. Fold in stiffly 
beaten whites and half fill an un¬ 
greased tube pan. Bake 45 to 50 
minutes in an oven 350 degrees F.

Provides For Fixing Both Maximum ; 

And Minimum Prices ‘ 

Fixing of both maximum and mini¬ 
mum prices are provided in the gen¬ 
eral master code binding upon all 
classes of retail trade In Alberta, 
which has been approved by the 
provincial government and was re¬ 
leased by Hon. E. C. Manning, mini¬ 
ster of trade and industry. It is to 
take effect April 1 next. 

The minister stated that regula¬ 
tions under the code will provide for 
a licensing fee of not more than $2, 
with $1 for each additional license. 

No additional license will be re¬ 
quired in a community where there 
are only general stores, regardless j 
of the lines of merchandise handled, 
the minister said. A general store 
license will cover all classifications 
of merchandise.
